FIVE CAN LIVE ON $600 A YEAR. 


Commissioner Says 
Workmen Should Learn to Spend 
Wisely; More Wages Menace to Thrift 


Boston, Mass., April 23.—[Special.]—Mag- 
nus Alexander, Massachusetts’ commissioner 
on workingmen’s contpensation, today said 
the average man can decentiy support a 
family of five on $600 yearly, and that if he 
cannot he is either ignorant or wasteful, 

Mr. Alexander further said that to .u- 
crease the wages of workmen by one or two 
dollars a week would only increase their 
economic wastefulness. 

“ From my own investigations I venture to 
state that the greatest cause of poverty 
and suffering that may exist among work- 
ing people is their absolute ignorance of how 
to live and spend wisely. 

“If we could teach them how to spend 
wisely and make their present dollar go far- 
ther we should build up certain characteris. 
tics of thrift. 

“Ten thousand persons employed at the 
General Electric works at Lynn I found liy- 
ing comfortably and decently on from $10.90 
to $12.15 a week as an average wage. Of this, 
$8 and $5 a week went for rent, 6 cents for 
heat and light and from $4.26 to $5 for food. 
It seems hard to understand how it is done, 
but the facts ain; those folks live de- 
cently and bring up their ohildren decently. 

“We can coincide, then, with John Miteh- 
ell, that $000 is an average living wage.”

On Wednesday morning Walsh walked into 
the station and said to McElligott: 

I've got another dollar coming off my 
rent...

Walsh now is the father of seven girls and 
six boys, the oldest a boy of 24 years.

DYNAMITE FOUND 


IN RAID ON HOME 
OF M’MANIGALS 


Detectives Discover 400 Lbs. 
of Glant Explosive in 
Heart of Tiffin, 0. 


BURNS TELLS OF THE PLOT 


Arrests Expected to End Reign of 
Terror Under Which Contract- 
ors Lived for Months. 


LABOR MEN CHARGE CONSPIRACY 


Tiffin, O., April 28.—[Special. ]—Detective 
W. J. Burna, who led the raid on the offices 
of the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Ironworkers in Indianapolis 
last night, came to Tiffin today and within 
twenty minutes uncovered 400 pounds of 
dynamite. 

The dynamite was contained in a rough 
wooden box, locked and hidden in a shed in 
the rear of the home of James McManigal, 
father of Ortie E. McManigal, one of the men 
accused in connection with the Los Angeéies 
Times building explosion, who wae arrested 
at Detroit and now is being taken to Los 
Angeles. 

The detectives had been told the exact loca- 
tion of the dynamite by Ortie McManigal, and 
he had given them a key to the box in which 
the explosive was hidden. 


Builders’ Counsel Aids Hunt. 

Detective Bufns was accompanied to Tiffin 
from Indianapolis by J. A. G. Badorf, as- 
sistant to Walter Drey, counsel for the Na- 
tional Erector® aesociation. 

Entering the shed at McManigal’s home, 
where they arrived just after nightfall, they 
found a wooden partition with a locked door. 
Breaking through this door they saw the box. 
Detective Burns was prepared with a key 
which fitted the lock of the box. The dyna- 
mite inside was tightly packed and it was 
estitméted the tétal number of sticks weighed 
between 300 and 400 pounds. 

Chief of Police Myers of Tiffin was with 
Burne and Badorf when the dynamite was 
found. He placed a guard of two policemen 
over the shed for the night. It is planned to 
remove the dynamite tomorrow morning to 
some place to be decided upon wy Burns. 

After having uncovered the dynamite at 
Tiffin, Burns and Badorf engaged an auto- 
mobile and went to Bloomville, O., where 

they expected to find another “ plant”’ of 


explosives. 


Burns Tells of Terror Reign. : 

Burns declares that the arrests made by 
him means the end of a reign of terror under 
which contractors throughout the United 
States have been living for five or six months. 

‘Tl have only scratched the surface in this 
case so far,” he said tonight. ** This country 
will be startled when the whole story be- 
comes public. We are sure of our ground. 
Everything has been thought out beforehand 
and 1 am confident that not a false move will 
be made. Of course some of the dynamite 
which we have located may be removed, but 
these fellows will have to hurry.’’ 

Mr. Burns said it probably would be sixty 
days before details of the case were worked 
out. A California law requires that prisoners 
extradited from other states shall have a 
trial within sixty days. The detective be- 
lieves he will have his case completed within 
the time limit. 


Other Outrages Are Cited. 

Mr. Burns cites scores of bomb outrages 
with which he says the Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers have been connected. 

Mr. Badorf said that for years the iron 
workers have practiced a system of black- 
mail. Sluggers and ‘‘ strong arm ” men have 
been employed, he declares, not only with 
the knowledge but with the approval of heads 
of tne organization. He aeserts that the iron 
workers are responsible for millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of damage to property and many 
murders. 

Mr. Burne declared today that the recent 
explosion at French Lick, Ind., was traceable 
to the iron workers’ orgamization. A clock, 
similar to those found in the basement of the 
American Central Life building, following 
the raid of J. J. McNamara’s office yester- 
day, was used, he said, in the French Lick 
as job.” 

* But what was the motive?’ he wagasked. 

“You noticed that union men were put to 
work on the building immediately, did you 
not?” he returned. 


Papers Valuable as Proof. 

Mr. Burns did not investigate the French 
Léck explosion personally, but he says he 
received a report on it which proved that 
methods similar to those alleged to have 
been employed by the iron workers “ dyne- 
mite squade”’ were ueed. 

Some of the last papers removed from J. J. 
McNamara’s safe in Indianapolis are con- 
sidered of great value to the detectives. 
Among them are receipts showing money had 
been paid out by the iron workers organim- 
tion to the met narged with actual part in 
the blowing up of the Los Angeles newe- 
paper plant.

. Grand Jury May Act. 

That the Marion county grand jury would 
be called in session tomorrow morning to 
investigate dynamiting outrages committed 
here several] months ago and to try and fix 
the responsibility for the placing of high 
explosives in the basement of the American 
Central ‘Life building was the announcement 
of Prosecutor Frank Baker tonight. 

President Ryan and other officials of the 
bridge and structural iron workers consulted 
in their headquarters all day. 

Daybreak found the officiais of the associa- 
tion and their counsel in controversy with 
William: J. Burns and his operatives, the 
local police, and Attorney Drew for the Erec- 
tors’ association as to whether or not a 
search Warrant held by Burns vested in him 
power to seize the books of the association. 
Superintendent of Police Hyland finally de- 
terrnined to remove the books to police head- 
quarters, where, it was stated, a transcript 
would be made of receipts and expenditures 
made by authority of Secretary McNamara 
during the last two years. Mr. Drew said 
these entries would be offered as evidence 
when the accused were brought to trial at 
Los Angeles. 

The books were taken from a safe in the 
offices of the association after an expert had 
cut the locks. President Ryan and other 
officials of the international union declared 
that McNamara, who had been taken from 
the city immediately after his arrest, was the 
only official that knew the combination of the 
safe. 


Careless in Handling Explosive. 

The custodian of the building in which are 
the offices of the iromnworkers’ association 
told the police today, they said, that McNa- 
mara had asked him for permission to build 
the compartment in the basement in which 
explosives were discovered last night. Here 
the police found old books and letter files of 
the association piled indiscriminately about 
four bundles of dynamite. 

A police sergeant guarded the dynamite 
all of last night and today pending its re- 
moval. Business men whose offices are in 
the building or in neighboring buildings 
made indignant protests to the police against 
tne great quantity of explosive being per- 
mitted to remain in the business center of 
the city, but the police had difficulty in de 
termining om a eafe method of disposing 
of it. 


Statement by Governor. 


Gov. T. B. Marshal who granted the requi- 
sition of the governor of Calffornia for the 
taking of McNamara from Indiana, issued 
a statement today declaring that there can 
be nothing in the contention that he did any- 
thing unfair. 

“TI did not know who McNamara was,"’ he 
eays, ‘and I did not know , and do not know 
now, whether he is guilty or innocent. That 
is not a matter for me to determine. It is the 
rule of my office, and I think it is the law, 
that when a requisition comes from the gov- 
ernor of a foreign state, charging a crime 
and certifying that the defendant is a fugi- 
tive from justice, there is nothing for me to 
do but to honor the requisition and issue the 
warrant. My office Goes not conetitute a 
court.” 

Judge James A. Collins of police court, be-

Ortie E. McManigal Tells How 
Los Angeles Times Was 
Wrecked by Union. 


GETS PROMISE OF IMMUNITY 


Says Secretary McNamara Directed 
Country-Wide Operations of 
Anarchist Crew. 


AUTO WRECK DELAYS DEPARTURE 


A confession implicating four men and in- 
cluding the complete story of the wrecking 
of the Los Angeles Times building and the 
killing of twenty-one men on Oct. 1, 100, ie 
in the hands of the California authorities. 

The maker of the confession, im additaion 
to the Los Angeles explosion, has told how 
he and the same four men have planned and 
carried out more than a dozen other bomb 
explosions, resulting in the loss of several 
more lives and upwards of $38,000,000 worth 
of property damage—all the outrages be- 
ing incidental to labor fights. 

Ortie E. McManigal of Chicago, the struge 
tural ironworker who was arrested in De- 
troit with J.. W. McNamara for the Los 
Angeles horror is the author of the story 
of death and destruction. He told it to Detec- 
tive William J. Burns and Chicago police 
Officers on April 13, less than twenty-four 
hours after he and McNa a were arrested, 
His recital of the explosions ané workings of 
the gang covers ninety foolscap pages of 
typewritten matter. a 


Implicates Four Others.

The capture of both Kaplan and Schmidg 
is only a question of hours, it was said last 
evening. W. J. Burns personally is believed 
to be trailing Schmidt in Ohio, anda dozen 
operatives of his agency are near Kaplan, 
who is said to be on the Pacific ooast. When 
they are captured they will be hurried to Los 
Angeles and held with the other three pris- 
oners now en route to the California city. 


Near Death in Auto Wreck. 

The sworn copy of the confession, as well 
as McManigal and McNamara and their 
guard of police, came near to being blown 
out of existence Saturday night, it was 
learned yesterday, when an automobile in 
which they were riding and carrying dyna- 
mite and nitroglycerin as evidence ran inte 
a roadside ditch and almost turned turtle. 

The prisoners were being hurried from 
South Chicago tu Joliet to take the Overland 
Santa Fé train, which reaches that city about 
8 o’clock, and had got as far as Frankfort— 
thirteen miles from Joliet—when the mishap 
occurred. The prisoners, guards,-and the 
Los Angeles prosecuting officials, badly 
frightened, climbed from the automobile and 
went to the one Frankfort hotel for the night, 
as it was too late to catch the train. 

The party remained quietly at the hotel yes- 
terday and went to Joliet on an interurban 
car last night, leavong on the Overland traig 
twenty-four hours later than they had in- 
tended. 

Presumably as the result of information 
given by McManigal in his statement to the 
detectives, operatives of the Burns agency 
and their chief himself were heard of during 
the day in a half dozen widely separated 
cities investigating clews and finding corroth+ 
erative proof of the confession in the dig- 
covery of plants, the disclosures of circum- 
stances attending various explosions, and the 
finding of results, all in keeping, it is —m, 
with the confession details. 


Confession Follows Ordeal. 

Details of the confession made by McMame 
igal were disclosed yesterday together with 
the methods used to break the spirit of the 
man who admits that he is responsible for 
death horrors which have only a parallel in 
the story of death and destruction told by 
Harry Orchard concerning the death dealing 
bombs planted and hurled in the miners’ ware 
fare in the Coeur d'Alene district. 

Every possible method to extort the confes« 
sion from McManigal was used by Burns be« 
fore the iron worker, thoroughly worn out, 
finaliy admitted his guilt and implicated hig 
alleged gang brothers. Promises of immunity 
are sald to have been made when the man wag 
first accused, immediately upon his arrivag 
tn on the morning of Aprili13. He 
denied all knowledge of the Los Angeles maé- 
ter. He kept up his stubborn fight against 
the officers from early morning until after 
midnight. 

The sweating process was carried on at the 
fiat of Detective William Reed, 9064 Commer- 
cial avenue, South Chicago. McManigal and 
McNamara were kept in separate rooms, and 
Burna, his assistants, and the city detectives 
shot question after question for hours. . 


Weakens for Sake of Family. 
McManigal was urged to tell the truth, be- 
cause of his wife and little children, and this 
plea is said finally to have won him ove,

‘*McNamara’s appeal was overruled when 
the detectives showed the waivers to the 
gtation master, who advised the two prisoners 
to go along with the detectives without mak- 
ing any trouble.

Steering Gear Faulty. 
At Frankfort the steering gear of the front 
machine failed to work properly. The driver 
tried“to check his car and it skidded, nearly 
upsetting. Every face in the machine was 
white as the motor car careened, and acrash 
and following explosion seemed imminent. 
After all had piled out of ihe car it was 
found the machine was disabled and could not 
be driven further. The prisoners were guard- 
ed during the night and yesterday in the 
little hotel, and for the most part were kept 
apart, as they have been ever since their 
arrest. Neither had much to say to the 
guards, nor did they eat with any relish. 
*' They both looked pretty much down in 
the mouth,’’ Holkers said of them last night 
after they had gone to Joliet. ‘‘ Neither one 
of them had much to say, and I don’t believe 
the officers let them talk together unless 
some of the guards were with them.” 


Mrs. McManigal Leaves Home. 
While Mrs. McManigal said she had no 
knowledge of what her husband had been 
doing and gave it as her opinion that he was 
innocent, it was learned yesterday that she 
knew that her husband had been arrested in 
Detroit, but thought he had been turned 
loose again and was somewhere in Ohio. 

A detective called her up on the telephone 
last Friday, pretending to be a friend of Mc- 
Manigal, and asked her where he was. She 
admitted having heard that hé had been ar- 
rested, but said he had been released and was 
in Ohio. 

Mrs. McManigal spent yesterdey at the 
residence of Thomas McGuire, an iron work- 
er, at 1082 Wert Harrison street. Inquiries 
during the afternoon at the McManigal resi- 
dence, 414 South Sangamon street, were met 
by the brother of Mrs. McManigal, Emil 
Schwartz, who refused to make any state- 
ment about his sister. 

At the McGuire residence !t was denied at 
first that the wotRan was there, but finally 
a woman who said she is Mrs. McGuire told 
a reporter that Mrs. McManigal was etay- 
ing there. Twochildren. Evelyn and Walter, 
are with their mother.

McManigal, it is said, was arrested a few 
months ago om account of his failure to ex- 
plain how he came into possession of a large 
quantity of brase that he piled into his work 
shop. After being questioned he was re- 
leased. 


Another Woman Is Sought. 
A woman, with whom James W. McNa- 
mara associated in Chicago on his many 
visits here to see McManigal, is being sought

igal, but her place of residence has not been 
learned: It is believed that she knows much 
about the movements of McNamara and 
may prove to be a cere et: come for the 
prosecution in the Los Angeles case. 

New disclosures were made which indicate 
that McManigal, although he lived in a cheap 
r flat on South Sangamon street, was 
always well supplied with money and spent 
it freely. During his occasional visits to 
Chicago he entertained his wife with many 
theater parties and dinners, it is said, and 
lost mruch money gambling. 

The story of the survefllance which for 
months the detectives kept over the twomen 
who made their headquarters in Chicago is a 
remarkable one. For weeks past they have 
never visited a saloon or a place of amuse- 
ment except under the eyes of their tnailers. 
Every visitor to the little Sangamon street 
flat has been watched and his identity estab- 
lished by the tireless watchers. 


Love for Family Apparent. 

Even th ewomen friends and acquaintances 
of Mrs. McManigal have been kept under 
espionage, secret but effective. Other iron 
workers who are friends of the two men or 
who associate with them have been watched 
in the same manner. 

It was the close watch on McManigal! which 
showed the detectives the proper key to play 
upon to force a confession from him—his love 
for his wife and children. He never failed to 
go to his home when in the city, even) if it 
was only for @ few hours’ stay. While he 
was out of town scores of telegrams were 
sent to Mrs. McManigal by her husband; tell- 
ing of his whereabouts and asking about her 
health and that of the children, it is said.

REFERS TO MOYER CASE. 


Declares He Knows McNamara Was 
Not Guilty of Canspiracy. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—[{Special.}— 
Officials of the American Federation of 
Labor are wrought up over the arrests of 
Secretary McNamara of the Structural Iron 
Workers, his brother, and Ortie McManigal 
of Chicago, for complicity in the Los An- 
geles bomb plot. President Samuel Gom- 
pers, Secretary Frank Morrison, and other 
leading officials of the federation, denounced 
the arrests and the secret transfer of the 
accused men as “high handed and infa- 
mous outrages.” 

‘How long are the American people going 
to stand for legalized kidnaping?"’ was 
the outburst of President Gompers as he 
gat in his residence at 2122 First street. ‘‘I 
say legalized kidnaping because the manner 
in which the extradition of McNamara and 
the others was secretly arranged and carried 
out constitutes an outrageous piece of legal- 
jzed kidnaping. And I'm not so sure that it 
was even legalized. We shall see about that 
in good time. 

‘The only parallel to this outrage in the 
history of attacks upon organized labor 
was the legalized kidnaping that distin- 
guished the Moyer, Haywood, and Petti- 
bone case in Colorado and Idaho. Appar- 
ently the enemies of organized labor have 
not abandoned the tactics employed in that 
affair. 

Sees McNamara as Martyr. 

“TI know McNamara, arid I know he is the 
last man ip the world to be suspected of such 
acrime. I know he would be able to establish 
his innocence without difficulty. But that is 
just what they would not allow him to do. 
They spirited him away without giving hima 
chance to give prima facie evidence of his 
innogence. It looks as if they feared to give 
him that chance. 

“The whole affair smacks of well laid pre- 
arrangement. The stage was al! set, the 
properties arranged, and then up went the 
curtain with a blare of trumpets upon the 
first act of a tragedy contemplating the 
assassination of organized labor. 

“ Ever since the Los Angeles Times expio- 
sion the big money interests have been try- 
| ing to fasten guilt upon organized labor. Mo- 
Namara has been picked as the victin. It 
might just as well be he as another. For 
they were bound to pick a victim from our 
ranks somewhere. We shall expose the 
whole heinous plot. The representatives of 
corporate wealth imsistentiy seek to crush 
the movement of organized labor, and wher- 
ever they can they strike at the leaders—the 
men having the confidence of the working 
people. 

Lauds Work of McNamara. 

“McNamara distinguished himself con-

CHICAGOANS TO AID SUSPECTS 


Local Labor Leaders Will Spare 
No Expense in Defense. 


| 
“FRAMEUP.”’ 


Officials of Various Bodies Sure Men 
Are Innocent. 


Chicago labor leaders declared yesterday 
that no expense will be spared fn obtaining 
competent legal defense for John J. Mc- 
Namara, James W. McNamara, and Ortie E. 
McManigal, arrested in connection with the 
blowing up of the Los Angeles Times buil- 
ing and numerous other dynamite outrages 
in various parts of the country. 

They declared the firs: move to retain 
counsel for the accused men undoubtedly 
will be made by the international officers of 
the Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ 
union at Indianapoills. The Building Trades 
council of California and Los Angeles, it was 
said, also will extend legal aid to the alleged 
union dynamiters. 

Doubt was expressed by the local labor 
to place ea stigma on the iron workers’ union 
their way to Los Angeles under police guard. 
They discredited the confession said to have 
been made by one of the prisoners and clung 
persistently to @ theory that the charges im- 
plicating the three labor men in the Times 
building explosion was a “ frameup.”’ 


Fitzpatrick Scoffs at Charge. 

President John Fitzpatrick of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor declared that “the 
police have tried to fasten on organized labor 
at least fifty bomb explosions in Chicago, 
when every one knew the outrages were per- 
petrated by gamblers.” 

“This thing is one of the usual efforts to 
give labor a black eye,’ said President Fitz- 
patrick. ‘‘ Organized labor has weathered 
many storms in the past, and I suppose we 
shall weether this one. 

“I am positive that if labor were given a 
fair, honest opportunity to investigate this 
case the men arrested would be proved inno- 
cent. All indications are that the explosion 
was caused by gas. But this thing undoubt- 
edly is an effort on the part of some powers 
to place a stigma on the Iron Workers’ union 
for the purpose of discrediting the organiza- 
tion among the employers of the country.” 


Calls It a “Frameup.” 

“I know the McNamaras and McManigal! 
slightly. McManigal is a member of our 
Chicago local and I know him only as one 
among Many members who come into the 
office and pay their dues. I recall that he 
came to me some time ago and asked me if 
I wanted some venison. That was after he 
had been on a deer hunt up north. 

“Ap for the explosions, whether in Chi- 
cago or elsewhere, I know absolutely nothing 
about them or who did the jobs. 
understand how the iron ers could be

** The whole thing is a frameup on the part 
of private detectivessfor the purpose of get- 
ting a big reward,’ said Edward N. Nockels 
of the Chicago.Federation of Labor. ‘‘ They 
can’t make me believe these charges or the 
alleged confession either. 


Says Give Them a Chance. 

* Give the three accused men a chance to 
tell their story and there will be a different 
taie.

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man’s identity, which he admitted, and he 
was Ordered surrendered to the agent of the 
state of California.”’ 

Declaring the police had “ kidnaped ’’ J. 
J. McNamara and that the finding of dyna- 
mite in a storage compartment belonging to 
the offices of the Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers was not proof of 
McNamara’s guilt, because detectives often 
had “‘created’’ evidence against labor unions, 
Frank M. Ryan, president of the Iron Work- 
ers’ association, tonight issued a formal pub- 
lic statement. 

Mr. Ryan said the organization is ‘‘ em- 
phatically opposed to the use of any explosive 
for the destruction of life and property tn 
labor disputes,’’ and asks the public to with- 
hold judgment in the case until the facts are 
known. The statement praises McNamara 
and continues: 

“To the public it may seem that the find- 
ing of explosives in a vault supposed to be 
in his sole control is evidence of his guilt, 
but to thdse who know, as we do, that in 
times gone by private detectives in the em- 
ploy of manufacturers have wilfully created 
such evidence for the purpose of convicting 
labor leaders, and that such facts have been 
established in our courts time after time, 
the mere finding of explosives will not prove 
£0 convincing. 


Says Strangers Entered Vault. 


“ Already there is evidence in our hands 
to the effect that gtrangers had access to 
the vault in which the dynamite is said to 
have been found. 

“To us it seems strange, indeed, that the 
police should find it necessary’to kidnap Mr. 
McNamara and take him to Chicago in an 
automobile, when, as they assert, they have 
an abundance of evidenceon which to convict 
him. If they actually have this evidence, 
we cannot understand why they should have 
been unwilling to allow him to confer with 
his attorney and to preserve such of his rights 
as he might have had in the courts of In- 
diana. Evidently those men feared the out- 
come of any proceedings in this state, and 
preferred to take their prey into a district 
which they know is intensely excited. 

*“ We are necessarily forced to the conclu- 
sion that this action was taken only because 
Mr. McNamara is an officer of a labor or- 
ganization; as we bave never known of sim- 
jlar procedure in the case of others than labor 


leaders.”’ 


SEARCH HOME IN CINCINNATI. 

Cincinnati, O., April 23.—Several saws, a 
considerable amount of electric wire, an 
electric bell, and an electric battery tester, 
according to the police, were among the 
articles found today by detectives when they 
searched the residence of Mrs. John A. Mc- 
Namara, mother of John and James McNa- 
mara, charged with complicity in the dyna- 
miting of the Los Angeles Times building. 

The search lasted for several hours, and 


“the rooms occupied by the two men now 


under arrest were examined thoroughly, it 
is declared. The articles mentioned above 
were found im a trunk in the room of James 
W.. McNamara, but nothing of importance 
was found in John McNamara’s room. 

When the detectives called at the McNa- 
mara home the mother was not aware of the 
arrest of her two sons. When shown a news- 
paper containing an account of it.she ap- 
peared surprised for a minute, and then wept 
bitterly.

Detectives Get Evidence in Five 
Years’ Iron Workers’ War.

Attention was attracted first to the pos- 
sibility that bomb explosions might be a part 
of the campaign carried on by the Struc- 
tural Iron Workers’ union or its sympathiz- 
ers five years ago when a hoisting engine at 
Newark, N. J., was blown up with dynamite. 

Since that time explosion after explosion 
has followed in the wake of contracting con- 
cerns known to be unfriendly to the iron 
workers’ union, according to the police. 
Sixty-seven explosions, it is said, can’ be 
traced directly to trouble existing between 
the perSons at whom they were directed and 
the iron workers. 

Most of them, it is said, were due to dyna- 
mite, and it appeared that care had been 
taken to avoid killing any one. In sev eral 
cases watchmen at plamts where the explo- 
sions took place were decoyed away just 
before the explosion, and those who have 
investigated these cases assert that such 
action undoubtedly was taken to avoid the 
possibility of adding murder to the other 
crime} 

/ Watchman Dies on Duty. 

One of the first murders wag committed 
when an attempt was made to dynamite a 
bridge in Chicago at Thirty-eighth street and 
Center avenue, which was being erected by 
the Wisconsin BrNige company. A watch- 
man, Jerry Lynch, was on the bridge when 
two men arrived. He ordered them away, 
and when they refused to go he fired a shot 
at them. 

They returned the fire and Lynch fell with 
a bullet through his body. He was dead be- 
fore aid arrived. Several sticks of dynamite, 
it is said, were found following the explosion. 

Capt. Morgen Collins of the Englewood sta- 
tion took charge of the investigation of 
this crime and arrested Edward Francis, a 
member of the tron workers’ union. Francis 
was held for two days while detectives inves- 
tigated an alfbi be offered. It was found that 


-he coulM prove that he was not even in Chi- 


cago when the murder was committed. He 
was released. 


Peoria Suffers from Blasts. 

But other explosions followed. Capt. Co}- 
lips was detailed to make a persona] investi- 
gation of the many cases and after consid- 
erable work returned a lengthy report to the 
chief of police. 

While Capt. Collins was investigating the 
cause of the many dynamite blasts in Chi- 
cago and other cities the first case where 
nitroglycerin was used came to the atten- 
tion of the police. On Sept. 4, 1910, an ex- 
plosion wrecked the plant of Lucas & Sons’ 
iron works in Peoria, IIl. 

The same night a similar explosion de- 
stroyed several cars of structural iron {n-* 
tended for.use on the bridge of the Péoria 
and Pekin railroad across the Ilinois river at 
Peoria. : 

When a search was made the following day 
one can of nitroglycerim was found. It was 
connected with a dry cell electric battery and 
an alarm clock, go that it would explode when 
the alarm .was released.

Washington, D. C, April 23.—{Special. }—’ 
pr. J. A Hill, chief statistician of the di- 
vision of revision and results of the census 
pureau, hes prepared for the immigration 
emmission a report on the feoundity of 
immigrant women, based om data collected 
{p the census of 1900. His conclusions are 
that fecundity is much greater among white 
women of foreign parentage than among 
gative American women of native parentage, 
that ft is usually greater in the first genera- 
tion of foreign stock than in the gecond, and 
that it is on the whole greater in rural dis- 
tricts than in cities. It is shown also that a 
high percentage of childlessness prevails 
gmong married negro women in northern 
cities. 

The sections of the United States selected 
for this study were the state of Rhode Island, 
the city of Cleveland, O., and~forty-eight 
jargely rural counties in Ohio; the city of 
Minneapolis, Minn., and twenty-one largely 
rural counties in Minnesota. Rhode Island is 
@ compact eastern state, with a population 
largely urban and manufacturing in char- 
acter. Ohio and Minnesota are middle west- 
ern type. Cleveland and Minneapolis present 
yrban and manufacturing conditions, and the 
selected counties in each state rural and agri- 
gultural conditions. 

Immigrant Women Take the Lead. 

The native white married women of native 
parentage, ip the districts from which the 
peturns were taken, had borne on the ever- 
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age one child every 5.3 years, and the women 
o@f foreign parentage had borne one every 
a2 years. The first generation of the white 
of foreign perentage, representing immi- 
grant women, had one child every 8 years, 
and the second generation one every 8.6 
years. For each foreign nationality the 
pumber of years married per chilé borne 
fs less in the first generation than in the 
gecond, with few exceptions. 

Fecundity is shown to be greatest tn the 
first generation of Polish women, who had 
on the average of one child every 2.8 years, 
and least in the second generation of English 
women, who had on the averaire one child 
every 5 years. 

Among American white women of native 
parentage who had been married from ten 
to twenty years the average number of chil- 
dren in Cleveland and in Minneapolis is ex- 
sclly the same, 2.4, and hardly differs from 
the average in Rhode Island, 2.5. In the 
fural districts of Ohio and Minnesota the 
women of native American parentage in the 
second decade of their married life had borne 
on the average one more child than thesame 
dass in Cleveland and Minneapolis or in the 
gate of Rhode Island.

SAFE IN SENATE? 


Taft Figures the Canadian 
Agreement Will Pass Upper 
House 57 to 35. 


BUT PARTY IS WORRIED. 


If Amendments Are Adopted It 
May Mean Deadlock or 
Measure’s Death. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 28.—[{Special. ]—If 
President Taft's information is correct, the 
Canadi reciprocity agreement wil! pass the 
‘senate with fifty-seven votes in its favor and 
thirty-five votes against it. This will mean 
- @ majority of twenty-two votes. 

In spite of this satisfactory estimate, there 
is no question that the president and, indeed, 
the entire Republican party are concerned 
both over the outlook for the legislation and 
the effect of it upon the political situation. 
If any amendments be adopted by the senate 
the overwhelming vote for the agreement in 
the house promises to reject them and pre- 
cipitate a deadlock which may mean a tan- 
gied condition, resulting in a prolonged ses- 
sion or the death of the bill 

President Taft says it will not mean the 
lattePy that he will keep congress in session 
lantil action has been had, and that he will 
welcome Democratic aid in the senate just 
ns he did Democratic aid in the house. He 
w caring little about Republican repudiation 
of the administration if the agreement is 
enacted. Republicans opposing the agree- 
ment must take the personal responsibility 
inseparable from their attitude. 

Democrats Favor Bill. 

Only ten Democratic members of the house 
voted against the bill About the same 
number will vote against it in the senate. If 
the legislation be enacted the president will 
have the personal credit, eo far as the ad- 
ministration is concerned, ard. the Demos 
eratic party will have the credit so far as the 
action of congress is concerned, 

The Republican party will be in the position 
of having rejected the advice and refused 
to follow its own leader. Of course the 
responsibility for this situation may be 
mocified if a change comes over the way- 
ward purposes of the senatorial Republicans 
—an unlikely possibility. 

President Taft had hoped for a favorable 
report of the legislation from the senate 
finance committee, and has been urging that 
the committee be organized to this end. But 
there is no probability of anything of the 
kind. 


Status of the Committee. 

Of the five hold over Repubjicans on this 
committee three will vote for it~—Penrose, 
who will be chairman; Cullom, and Ledge. 
McCumber and Smoot will vote against it. 
Cummins and La Follette, who wi!! be as- 
signed tothe committee, will oppose the leg- 
isiation. With aid of Democratic voies a 
favorable report could be secured, stince 
of the men who now are members or who 
will be designated for membership, Bailey 
and Simmons will be in opposition, and 
Stone, Kern, Johnson, and Williams will 
advocate its recommendation and passage. 

But the Republicans prefer that there shall 
not be a favorable report from the commit- 
tee. They intend to follow the precedent 
get by the finance committee during last ses- 
sion and merely report agreement. without; 
comment..In the meantime McCumber and 
a few others will atk that the committee 
give hearings. McCumber has some inter- 
ests from North Dakota that desire to be 
heard in objection. « Other senators wish 
their constituents to be heard. 

The attitude of the progressives. is this: 
With the exception. of Senator Brown of 
Nebraska, who is for the legisiation, they 
want to offer various amendments. If the 
@enate refuses to accept these changes, then 
gome of them may vote for the passage of 
the agreement, although the majority will 
vote against it. | 

Progressives’ Stand Independent. 

The fact that they are against the ad- 
ministration will mean nothing, since they 
have stated time and time again that they 
reserve to themselves the right to oppose 
or favor any proposition the president may 
edvance. res 

But this is not true of the conrervatives, 
who believe in or ization, and who have 
profited from their policy. They. will stand 
outside the administration breastworks and 
at the same time will not be affiliated with 
the progressives. 

They intend to endeavor to get back on the 
reservation when the Democratic house

Prussia Shows the Lowest Mor- 
tality Record of States, That 
of 17.1 to 1,000. 


BERLIN, April 23.—The German itmperial 
census of December, 1910, shows a change in 
the proportion of males to females in the 
population, which is gradually shifting to the 
advantage of the male element. Like all old 
and thickly settled countries, Germany con- 
tains an excess of femalés in its population, 
but while in 1905 there were 1/033 females to 
every 1,000 males, the proportion in 1910 has 
fallen to 1,026 to 1,000,-the respective percent- 
ages of inctease during the five years being 
7.18 per cent, against'6.88 per cent. 

The masculine predominance is being at- 
tained in spite of a greater male death rate, 
which is 18.1 per thousand, against 16.2 per 
thousand women. This proportion is well 
illustrated in the imperial family, as six of 
the emperor's seven children and the crown 
prince's first three children are boys. 

The German death rate continues to fall 
regularly, the latest rate, 17.1 per thousand 
in Prussia, being the lowest recorded. The 
statistics for the previous year were 18 per 
thousand, and in 1902, 19.3.

AGREE TO REFERENDUM.

Proposed legislation to license painting con- 
tractors and journeymen painters was op- 
posed yesterday at a turbulent massmeeting 
of painters’ unions at Second regiment 
armory. | 3

amination as to their ability to wield a paint 
or calcimine brush, 


Police Are Oalled. 

After a stormy session of three hours, dur- 
ing which some one telephoned for the police, 
the painters finally referred the proposed 
bill to a referendum vote of the loca! untons. 

A squad of six patrolmen and several de- 
tectives invaded the meeting during its 
stormiest period. Objection immediately 
was raised to the presence of the police, and, 
remembering the rules of the building trades 
unione, which prohibit members from meet- 


ing under police protection, one of the paint- 
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ers called up the police station and demanded. |

The demand was refused, as the police offi- 
cers at the station feared trouble. 

The proposed measure applies only to cities 
of 50,000 or more inhabitants and provides 
for a commission of three men in each city 
to conduct examinations of applicants who

British Tennis Weakness Due 
to Desertion of Funda- 
mental Points. 


FOLLOW DOHERTY GAME. 


Australian Student Says Players 
Use Methods of Geniuses; 
Grip Chief Fault. 


BY SCHENECTADY. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THD TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 13—The reason for Eng- 
land’s slump in lawn tennie players of the 
first class since the retirement of the Doherty 
brothers has been discovered, to his own sat- 
isfaction at least, by an Australian student 
of the game, P. A. Vaile. 

In following the methods of the Doherty 
brothers, says Vaile, the modern lawn ten- 
nis player in this country has deserted the 
fundamental principles of the game. The 
true English game,,.as it was played here 
years ago, is to be found only in the United 
States and Australasia. Americans had 
rather prided ourselves on evolving a method 
of play that was entirely our own. The dash 
and force and speed were considered typi- 
cally American, but according to this Aus- 


tralian, the only thing American about our | 


game is the American service. 

The chief fault with the English players 
game at present, according to this critic, is 
his grip. The modern English grip permits 
a ‘player to play almost any stroke without 
ohanging the position of his hand on the 
racket, whereaga, says Vaile, there are almost 
as many gripe in lawn tennis as it should be 
played as Kubelik gets on his Strad. The 
weakness of the English grip ie that it forma 
an angle between the forearm and the handle 
of the racket, spreading the force of theblow 
overs a triangle, instead of making it go down 
a straight line. 


Weakness in Backhand. 

When one forsakes the straight Hine be- 
tween racket and forearm, argues Vaile, one 
sacrifices power and direction. Especially 
is thig true of the English player’s backhand 
stroke, In most cases, instead of being a 
strong, winning stroke, it is a weak, defen- 
sive one, seldom used except in cases of 
necessity. 

In footwork, also, says Vaile, the unfortu- 
nate English players are in a ead muddle. 
They don't know how to distribute their 
weight, they put the wrong foot forward in 
making many of their strokes and they lack 
the ‘‘ follow through-” of the really good 
player. 

Vaile admits that the Dohertys did won- 
ders with methods directly opposed to all he 
says. But the Dohertys were lawn tennis 
geniuses, and geniuses know no laws except 
of their own making. 


Youngsters Promise Well. 
Despite Vaile’s pessimism, England has 
who, al- 
though not measuring up to the standard of 
the foremost American players of the young- 
er generation like Bundy, McLoughiin, Long, 
and others; will give a good account of them- 
selves should they be chosen to represent 
Great Britain in the Davis cup matches. 
Much to be regretted, Great Britain will 
have to pass over the veterans Gore, Bar- 
rett, and Ritchie, who are still competing
